Cereal Firm Using School 
System to Boost Profits 


(An Editorial) 
G ettysburg’s public school system is being employed by 
the manufacturers of a certain cereal to swell the profits of 
the concern. 
The school teachers are distributing .samples of 
this particular cereal, as part of a sales scheme of the m anu­ 
facturers, and are encouraging their pupils to eat it at least 
three mornings each week for four weeks. 
If two-thirds of the pupils in each room do that, which 
would require the p u n base of many box?s of this particular 
cereal, tho school gets some sort oJf a picture of questionable 
value for the school room. 
What th;* compensation 
of thi 
teachers for this work, or the school board for perm itting it tc 
be carried on, is could not be learned. 
The children are even required to keep a careful record, 
with the assistance of their mothers, and return the record to 
the m anufacturers of the cen*al for check-up purposes 
as 
t< 
the success of the advertising enterprise. 
In order to give the scheme false semblance of having of­ 
ficial approval of the higher authorities, the blank record form 
contains a quotation of tho United States Bureau of Education 
to the effect that school children ought to eat a hot cereal. 
This blank form has to be signi I by the child, the child’s mothei 
and the child’s school teacher to make it acceptable to the com­ 
pany, and help build up the company’s valuable mailing list. 
A number of incensed school patrons voiced their disap­ 
proval of this scheme to The Gettysburg Times today. 
At the 
same time, one of the protestants called attention to the fact 
that a Gettysburg hank whose cashier is a member of the local 
school board utilizes the report card holders of the pupils to 
advertise its bank!
